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A CHANCE TO END 
THE COLD WAR? 


N the course of Dis speech at the 
fonerat of Me. Stalin, Mr. Malen- 
kov said 

“The Soviet Ceavernment consider that 
the most correct, essential and just 
foreign policy is a policy of peace amony 
all peoples bascd on mutual trust, on 
realities, amd on facts, and supported by 
facts. 

“Inthe field of farcizn policy, our main 
preoccupation consists in preventing the 
outhbreat of guother war and in lying: at 
peace With all ce uiubries,” 

There is bothine: new in this, of Course. 
ft has been the constant theme of Russian 
spokesmen; and the World Peace Council 
was established as a means of broadcasting 
it. 

So fay as pacifists are concerned they 
lave seon bo more inconsistency on the pare 
of the Russions in the reiteration of these 
sentiments while macitaminge wre srimed 
sheeneth than in the pacitie dechiuations of 
the Western statesmen owhich have abso 


been uecompanied by enormously intlated 
armantents. dt is the niilitarista who are 
struck by the inconsistency of pacific de- 
tchirstions accompanied by armed prepara- 
tion when it oecurs on the other side.

“Naturally peaceful co-existence — is 
possible only if there is a mutual desire 
to co-operate, and if the principle of non- 
interference in the internat affairs of 
other stiles is observed.” 

This tendency to a peaceful approach, 
however, has not been confined to speeches | 
ay ceremonial occasions and broadensts. 

A genuinely conciliatory disposition is to

We hope that so fay as the Fareign Min- 
istara ihemselyes are econeerned they will 
he approuching the matter with a little 
owre diplomatic realism. 

The Ruasians are equally entitled to pre 
pare theiy own yard-alick for messuring 
the Western desire for peace, and if we are 
to approach a blessed new epoch in which 
there will be no cold war, both sides are 
equally entitled to use their respective 
inatrumenla of measurement.

Cost of living 


PON salavies of HM. Judges have 

: not been changed for more than 
a century but they do receive a mini- 
mum of £5,000 a year, followed after 
15 years’ serviee by a life pension of 
£3,000 a year. 

Even though many of them may have 
sacrificed a much higher tneame at the Bar, 
such security is greater than the majority 
of their fellow citizens ever enjoy. 

Vf itis thoueht that Judges should have 
uonet incense of £1,000 a year, it is quile 
unjustitiable to previde it by giving them 
ny additional £1,000 free of tax. 

Why this proposal, unless it be that to 
wive the Judges the equivaftent of an extra 
£1,000 net would mean an increase in their 
taxable salaries of £5,500, and to clouble 
their present salaries mipht well startle the 
public into a realisation of what the present 
rate of income taux involves? 

A similar sidelight on the increased cost 
of living was shown when the Finaneial 
Secretary to the Treasury stated that to 
give an MP the equivalent in’ purchasing: 
power of a salary of £100 in LYTt, £600 in 
1937 and £1,000 in 1946 he would have to 
receive between £1,400 and 1,480 a year. 

The fundamental point is not the value 
to be put upon the services of Judges or 
MPs but why any of us should have to face 
such a devaluation of our income and such 
un increase in the cost of necessities.

Raven, D.D. (Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation, 66 pp, 5s.), is so character- 
istic of its author that no one who 
knows Dy. Raven can fail to read it 
without a lively sense of pleasure. 

It is almost as yroad as to disten to the 


original Jeetures on woieh the book ta 
based, Even those (We trust toey arg few) 


who have never heard Jr. Raven will enjey 
this statement of an unpopular, but as ic 
is here presented, very effectiva sane. 


Dr, Raven beeing by pressing upon his 
audience the urgency of the issue, an ur- 
pensy which we cannot escape hy merely 
overlooking it. “If in 1939 we oeveresti- 
mated the destructiveness of alr-bombard- 
ment and the terrors of the new weapons, 
we ean hardly do ao in these days of the 
hydragen bomb.” Then a 
self-contyadiction in the theological aut- 
look of the time’ is revealed in the dialec- 
tical theology which sets in false contrast 
the love and the severity af Gad. Hhamina- 
ion and redemption belong together, und 
Niebuhy and Schweitzer are. illustrations 
of aveh ship-dash simplifications.” | Barth 
and Branner fall into the same heresy.
